and this in turn led to stealing 
and other crimes.

Frenchmen 
to See a Bit 
of History

SANTA ANA, Calif. (AP) - 


Frenchmen will see history re- 
lived next May 21 when a tiny 
high-wing 
monoplane 
circles 


Paris' Eiffel Tower and Hies on 
to land at Le Bourget Airport. 


That's where Charles A. Lind- 


bergh 
touched down May 21, 


1927, after a 33'/2 -hour, 3,600- 
mile hop from New York that 
set a record for nonstop solo 
flight and opened the world's 
eyes to the potentials of avia- 
tion. 


The plane that will land at Le 


Bourget next May is an exact 
copy of Lindbergh's "Spirit of 
St. Louis" and the man who will 
fly it bears a physical resem- 
blance to the slim airmail pilot 
who became overnight a world 
hero. 


He is Frank Tallman whose 


claim to fame until now has 
been as a daredevil movie stunt 
pilot. 


Tallman, who at 48 prefers to 


be known as a corporation pres- 
ident rather than a stuntman, is 
building the new "Spirit of St. 
Louis" in one of the Tallmantz 
Aviation, Inc., hangars at Or- 
ange County Airport 40 miles 
from Los Angeles. He says it is 
costing him $40,000. 


After 
it is completed next 


month, Tallman will put the 27- 
foot-long 
craft 
through test 


flights here, remove the 46-foot 
wings and load them aboard an 
Air Force C141 transport. Due 
to arrive at an airport near Par- 
is early in May, the plane will 
be 
reassembled 
and 
tested 


again prior to the 40th anniver- 
sary flight. 


From May 26 to June 4 the 


plane will be on display at the 
Paris Air Show. Beyond that, 
Tallman says the plans are In- 
definite. 


"This is the only true replica 


of the 'Spirit of St. Louis' that 
has ever been built for flight," 
Tallman 
says,

Ryan Aeronautics of San Diegc 
drew up to Lindbergh's specifi* 
cations."

Clark Was 
Clearest 
Justice

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court will lose its 
clearest 
and 
bestorganized 


writer 
when Justice Tom C, 


Clark retires, sometime before 
the end of June. 


Yet, he has had small recog- 


nition for the clarity of the opin* 
ions he wrote, perhaps because 
he was less colorful or contro» 
versial than some of the other 
eight justices. 


Now 67 and on the bench since 


1949, Clark announced Tuesday 
his decision to step down after 
President Johnson named his 
son, Ramsey Clark, 39, attorney 
general. The younger Clark had 
been acting attorney general. 


Justice Clark's 
reason for 


leaving: to avoid any conflict of 
interest 
since the Justice De- 


partment, under his son, will be 
handling Supreme Court case*. 


Tte present court, for courage 


and the tremendous impact of 
its decisions 
in the past 12 


years, is probably the greatest 
in American history. But most 
of the justices still write opin- 
ions in the fs-hion of 75 or 100 
years ago. 


hi short, those opinions lack 


precision, self-discipline, good 
organization and therefore the, 
kind of easy clarity the court 
could but doesn't achieve. As a 
result, most of the opinions are 
a complex scramble. 


Clark's opinions, when he was 


writing for the majority or dis- 
senting, got to the point in .%. 
hurry, stating the case, back- 
ground, opinion, and the reasoi 
for it. 


The court has been told pri- 


vately and publicly that it could 
and should do better writing but 
it won't change. Thus, from a 
literary view, It justly could be 
called reactionary. 


Clark was the court's real 


middle-man. He could never be 
flatly identified as liberal or 
conservative. He moved from 
one side to the other, depending 
on the case, although it seems 
fair to say he was frequently 
very conservative. 


He was part of the court 


which in 1954 outlawed public 
school segregation. But in 1957, 
in two very important cases in- 
volving communism, he was the 
lone dissenter when the court 
voted twice 6 to 1. 


In one, the court overthrew 


the contempt conviction of a 
man who fully answered ques- 
tions by the House Committee 
on Un-American activities about 
himself but refused to answer 
about 
Communists he 
might 


have known. 


The court ruled Congress has 


no right to try to expose for ex- 
posure's sake, thus narrowing 
the scope of committee inves- 
tigations. 


In the other the court made a 


sharp distinction between trying 
to overthrow the government.by 
force and simply talking about 
trying to do so. 


The court ruled just talking 


about it wasn't outlawed. 


Yet, 
in 1963 Clark wrote the 


majority 
opinion banning the 


compulsory reading of prayers 
in public schools. 


But In 1964 he was one of the 


three justices against the ma- 
jority opinion requiring the re- 
apportionment of a state legis- 
lature so that citizens of a state 
got more equal representation, 


He wrote the majority opinicra 


in 1965, saying the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964 wiped out pending 
state prosecution of sit»in dem» 
onstrators. And that same year 
he wrote the 5»4 decision which, 
in effect, barred televised trials, 


In 1966 he dissented from the 


decision making it far tougher 
than ever for police in question* 
ing suspects but he was with the 
majority in upholding important 
parts of the 1965 Voting Rights 
Act. 


In 1966 he was part of the ma» 


jority which banned poll taxes 
as a prerequisite in state voting,

South wasn't d i s m a y e d 


when West produced the king 
but he was rather upset when 
West showed out on the sec- 
ond heart lead. South had to 
go down one trick. He did ex-

ence. Our opponents will be in 
six no-trump and will go down 
two." 


North wasn't at all im- 


pressed. He pointed out that 
the six heart contract was a 
very good one and that it was 
up to South to play safe to 
make it and that the safety 
play would have been to play 
the ace of hearts just to guard 
a g a i n s t a singleton king. 
South could not guard against 
four to the king by any line 
of play, so all the finesse did 
was to give some chance to 
make seven. 


How bad was South's play? 


It was really bad. At the other 
table North and South did get 
to three no-trump and did 
make four, so six hearts bid 
and made would have been a 
winner.

tiate within the week." 


Rusk said the Communists 


already have spurned such a 
formula. Westmoreland said in 
Saigon that any pause in bomb* 
ing "will cost many additional 
lives and probably prolong the 
conflict." 


Johnson forearmed a Senate 


rally with a letter declaring the 
air attacks imperative and say- 
Ing they will persist until the 
Hanoi government makes a se- 
rious move toward peace. 


It bore Wednesday's date and 


provided 
an 
instant rebuttal 


when Kennedy stood in the Sen- 
ate to deliver his well-adver- 
tised speech on peace moves in 
Vietnam. 


Shortly before, Johnson had 


discussed the bombing at a sur- 
prise news conference. 


Kennedy 
sent 
an 
advance 


bopy of his proposals to the 
White House - which said the 
manuscript had been passed on 
to the State Department. 


George Christian, press secre- 


tary, said Johnson did not read 
the text. 


While 
Kennedy 
began 
his 


speech by saying Johnson is 
"entitled to our hopeful sympa- 
thy, our understanding and our 
support 
in 
the 
search 
for 


peace," the 12 pages that fol- 
lowed were dotted with harsh 
words about American tactics in 
the Southeast Asian war. 


It added up to a major expan- 


sion of the gap between the 
President and the senator, polit- 
ical heir to his brother, Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy. 


"We 'should reach for the mo- 


ment of promise which may 
have come," Kennedy told two 
dozen Senate colleagues and an 
audience that crowded the gal- 
leries. "The fact of the matter 
is that the bombing of the North 
can be stopped as a step toward 
peace without effectively weak- 
ening our position in the South."
